Soil  burned  by  forest  fires 
healthier  after  destruction

Dr.  Lee  Parker,  of  CaMomu  Polytechnic  State 
University  at  San  Luia  Obispo,  Calif.,  spoke  Morv- 
day»^BYU  about  fire  ecology  during  the  C  retartan 

-Fire  haa  an  Important  role  to  creating  healthy 
•oil,"  Parker  aaid.  It  bum*  off  undergrowth  that 
trees  and  recycles  buried  nutrients  and  thins  the 
number  of  trees. 

“Plants  are  well-adapted."  he  aaid.  "With  a  fire 
thev-ro  Jat  going  through  a  change.  " 

He  used  pairs  of  slides  for  comparisons  and  dose- 
ups.  TV  colorful  Okefenokee  Swamp  bordering 
Georgia  and  Florida  Ignites  spontaneously  every  20 
years,  Parker  aaid.  I  ires  are  Important  to  swamp* 
also. 

Parker,  who  earned  a  master’s  of  so* nee  degree 
at  BYU,  researched  cretaceous  swamp*  to  the 
western  states.  He  went  underground  to  study  life 
that  existed  60  to  70  million  years  ago. 

-Coal  mine  surfaces  represent  ancient  swamp 
surfaces,"  Parker  aaid. 


Normal  coal  la  bright  and  shiny.  Heated  eoal  1* 
dull  like  charcoal.  Because  of  the  high  frequency  of 
charcoal  observed.  Parker  said  fires  occurred  reg¬ 
ularly  in  swamp*  during  the  Cretacian  Period. 

Ancient  fires,  often  caused  by  lightning  strikes, 
lowered  the  water  level  of  a  swamp.  Dinosaurs  and 
other  life  forma  made  tracks  to  the  soft  bottom 
layer.  Sediment  carried  by  incoming  water  filled 
their  tracks.  The  spongy  layer*  compressed 
together  and  the  imprint*  were  preserved. 

Cells  of  ancient  sequoia  trees  showed  this  area's 
seasonality.  Parker  said,  adding  that  the  California 
variety  is  now  to  s  rebc  state. 

"As  botanists,  the  most  significant  thin*  that 
occurred  (during  the  Cretacian  Period),  was  the 
appearance  of  flowering  plants.-  V  said. 

A  dragonfly  with  atf-ineh  wing  span,  unusual 
plant*  and  animals  slso  existed  around  the  swamps, 
Parker  said  The  impression  of  a  turtle  was  found  to 
the  roof  of  one  mine 

-Dinoaaur*  are  among  the  most  important  and 
moat  common  that  existed  to  the  swamps."  Parker 
said.  He  then  showed  a  slide  of  plotted  track* 

Park.r  also  studied  eiposed  coal  ranges  above 
the  ground.  “Most  coal  to  the  western  United 
States  came  from  340  million  years  ago."  he  said
